In greatest demand today is the contact man possessing a well 
modulated telephone voice which clearly implies that he means busi- 
ness, but which need not rise to the level of a maniacal screech to 
emphasize the point. The. ability to deliver an ominous warning with- 
out sounding so psycho that the kidnap victim is immediately given 
up for lost may prove invaluable in closing а profitable deal.
